9. CGATA's stand, forcing YOSHIDA to the Cabinet resignation, has earnedhim 
the enmity of YOSHIDA' s entourage, notably IKEDA, important for his financial 
sources, kna SATO Eisaku. ISHII Mitsujiro, who replaced IKiDA as LP secretary- 
general, l is an old friend of OGATA since they both worked on Asahi, but he 
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lacks IKEDA's assets and capabilities. However, ISH1I is on good terms with 
HA TOYAMA and, working with MATSUNO, may be able to bring about a JDP - LP 
merger.
